B r a i n e r d has a chance to get a game farm for this county, 
said President A. A. Weideman of the Game and Fish Protective 
club. He had been in correspondence with J. F. Gould, state game 
and fish commissioner, and i). A. Peterson, chief warden for over 
a year and believes such a thing can be obtained. 
Matters have progressed so far that Mr. Gould may include 
it in his budget. 
“What is required on this end,” said Mr. Weide­ 
man, “is to secure a site for the game farm.” 
There should he 
at least IOO acres in.the tract. 
The commission will fence Hie 
land, put in the coops and other buildings necessary for the main­ 
tenance of wild life, will pay for custodian and keep of the ani­ 
mals, in tact everything is taken care of by the state, except the 
purchase of the necessary land. 
On this game farm can be raised most successfully Chinese 
pheasants, English pheasants, wild turkeys, wild ducks, geese, j 
etc. 
The game farm would he a most effective show place, of j 
great interest to tourists, sporsmen and others and would be a 
standing advertisement as to what this section can do in the pre­ 
servation and propagation of game. 
The land does not have to be of high agricultural value. 
The 
tract may include some swamp land and will bo all the belter if 
it also contains rice beds, etc. 
The latest information on the fish hatchery is that the stale 
will get a tract of land from the federal government. 
Some 
money was raised in Brainerd for a proposed site. 
Both these 
projects are of tremendous importance. 
They will do much lo 
stimulate interest in Brainerd and the recreational features it is 
famous for.

They would give me something to grip. 
Otherwise the muscles of 
the hand would get so tired that it was almost impossible to grip th© hand 
tightly or to even close it.

De Forest has no reason to stretch a point of truth for 
the champion, as he was let out right after the fight and there is no reason 
why he should feel tied by any bonds of loyalty to cover ii up if Dempsey's 
hands were slugged with plaster of paris. 
It seems unusual, however, that Dempsey should have caved In the fact 
of the giant Willard when lie had never inflicted such damage on other op 
ponenfs before that time and has never shown such crashing power s i n c e then.
